IN JUST a few weeks the generous peo¬ 
ple of Axminster and district have 
raised more than £10,000 to ease the 
plight of victims in war-torn Syria. 

An appeal was launched in November by 
Axminster Churches Together in a bid to raise 
enough money to sponsor a doctor to work in 
make-shifts hopsitals with a target of £6,000. 

The appeal was launched through Pulman’s 
Weekly News and we can reveal that the total 
raised, as of last Friday, was £10,525. 

The money from Axminster will support an ex¬ 
perienced doctor with specialist skills required 
for a war-torn environment carrying out urgent 
surgery in mobile and rudimentary facilities. 

The appeal organisers have been staggered by 
the generous response from the community, say¬ 
ing it was far beyond their expectations. 

The appeal was backed by the Mayor of Axmin¬ 
ster, Cllr Paul Hayward, who said: “A truly mag¬ 
nificent total and, once again, a testament to the 
overwhelming generosity of the town and the 
parish. 

“Thanks to all those involved who worked so 
hard and gave up so much time for those in dire 
need.”

Police probe suspected 
murder-suicide at 
couple’s country home 


POLICE have launched an in¬ 
vestigation into a suspected 
murder-suicide following the 
discovery of the bodies of a 
man and a woman at a property 
near Honiton. 

Officers attended an address 
in Dunkeswell on the evening 
of January 4th, after concerns 
were raised regarding the wel¬ 
fare of a man and woman. 

On arrival officers found the 
62-year-old man, named locally 
as Michael Beck, and his wife, 
Nicola, 52, dead. 

Detectives have launched an 
enquiry into the circumstances 
surrounding both deaths which 
are being treated as a domestic 
related murder and suicide. 
The next of kin have been in¬ 
formed. 

Police confirmed that no one 
else was present at the house at 
the time of the incident. 

A guard remained at the prop¬ 


erty while a forensic examina¬ 
tion and searches were con¬ 
ducted. 

Detective Inspector Steve 
Davies, from the Major Crime 
Unit, said: “We are conducting 
house-to-house enquiries and 
have been carrying out search¬ 
es at the premises today. 

“We are not looking for any 
other person in connection 
with this isolated incident and 
can confirm that no other per¬ 
son was present at the premises 
at the time of this incident.” 

Neighbours say the couple 
lived together at the property, a 
five-bedroom farmhouse set in 
55 acres of land. 

Records show that Mr Beck 
was the director of three prop¬ 
erty businesses and also a fish¬ 
ery owner, landlord, cabinet 
maker and mature student. 

The couple reportedly shared 
their time between Devon and 


London but the house in 
Dunkeswell had been on the 
market for a long time - 
records show it was currently 
under offer for £895,000. 

The couple’s London home 
was in Fulham and their next 
door neighbour, veteran ac¬ 
tress Gillian Rossiter, said they 
were not often at their London 
home - but she never heard 
them row when they were. 

The 90-year-old said: “I know 
they had a place in Devon. 

“I honestly don’t know much 
about them because they wer¬ 
en’t here [London] very often. 

“They were very civil neigh¬ 
bours and we always helped 
each other out if necessary.” 

Police are appealing to any¬ 
one who may have information 
in relation to this incident.

Devon recruiting firefighters 


FOR the first time in eight years, Devon and Som¬ 
erset Fire & Rescue Service will be recruiting 
full-time firefighters. 

The role of a firefighter has changed dramati¬ 
cally, even in recent years, with so much more to 
the job than putting out fires. 

Assistant Chief Fire Office Glenn Askew ex¬ 
plained the current situation, saying “We expect 
so much more of our firefighters in terms of their 
ability to adapt to a huge range of incident types 
and community work. 

“One day a firefighter can be pulling people 
from fast flowing water and the next keeping our 
most vulnerable members of the community safe 
in their homes with our home fire safety checks.” 

Firefighters are on hand to respond to emergen¬ 
cies 24/7 meaning shift work is essential. There 
are many different roles that make up the service 
and each one works together to deliver the essen¬ 
tial community and response services as effi¬ 
ciently and effectively as possible. 

Mr Askew added: “We want to ensure that our 
workforce reflects both the community and the 
mix of skills and qualities required to do the job. 

“For this recruitment process we particularly 
welcome applications from women as they are 
under-represented in our operational service. 

“We also welcome applications from people who 
are black, Asian or minority ethnic as they are 



also under-represented in our workforce and en¬ 
courage everyone to see what the fire and rescue 
service can offer in terms of a challenging and in¬ 
teresting career.” 

For those interested and wanting to see if 
they’ve got what it takes, Devon and Somerset 
Fire & Rescue Service will be running taster days 
in January for prospective applicants to see what 
it entails to be a firefighter. 

The dates and how to book is available on the 
service website dsfire.gov.uk and information 
will be shared through their social media sites. 

“The training will take place in August and all 
applicants needs to be 18 or over by August 2017. 

Mr Askew concluded: “There are so many op¬ 
portunities in the fire and rescue service for staff 
to progress their career. You can be a specialist 
in a number of areas and there is a career path 
that can lead you all the way to Chief Fire Officer. 
I have never looked back and have loved every 
minute of being in the fire and rescue service.”

Council concerns over poor new housing 


EAST Devon District Council 
(EDDC) is so “troubled by” the 
“poor quality” of new housing that 
it is asking for urgent action. 

One of the councillors involved, 
Douglas Hull from Axminster, 
hopes other councils will follow suit 
and turn it into a national cam¬ 
paign. 

EDDC leader Cllr Paul Diviani has 
turned to Oliver Colvile (Conserva¬ 
tive MP for Plymouth Sutton & De- 
vonport) for help. 


Mr Colvile chairs the All Party 
Parliamentary Group for Excel¬ 
lence in the Built Environment, 
which last year launched an inves¬ 
tigation into the quality and work¬ 
manship of new-build housing in 
England. 

In a letter to Mr Colvile, dated De¬ 
cember 22nd, Councillor Diviani 
wrote: “We consider ourselves to be 
at the forefront of increasing hous¬ 
ing delivery in the South West, and 
yet are troubled by the poor quality 


of the homes that are being built. 

“We feel that action is urgently 
needed to address this as while in¬ 
creasing supply is vital, it is impor¬ 
tant that high quality homes are 
provided.” 

The letter calls for close scrutiny 
of the National House Building 
Council (NHBC), an independent 
standard-setting body and provider 
of warranty and insurance for new 
homes. 

NHBC says its purpose is “to work 
with the house-building industry to 
raise the standards of new homes 
and to provide protection for home- 
buyers”, but EDDC is not impressed. 

Councillor Diviani continued: 
“There should be an in-depth study 
of the NHBC. We believe that the 
government should set up a team to 
monitor the NHBC and report for 
urgent action.” 

Axminster district councillor Dou¬ 
glas Hull has been pushing for ac¬ 
tion for some time. 

He said: “Poor new houses are 
costing a lot of people a lot of money 
and heartache. People are worried 
that if they make too much noise 
they will have problems reselling 
their houses. 

“I’ve had complaints from all over 
East Devon, including Cranbrook. 

“Some people have told me they 
will try to sell and find an older 
house.” 

He recalled attempts last year by 
Axminster Town Council to broker 
a crisis meeting between Wain- 
homes and furious Cherry Tree 
Road and Catnip Close residents, 
who had “serious safety concerns” 
over rotting fence posts and subsi¬ 
dence. 

This issue was mentioned in 
Councillor Diviani’s letter, and 
Councillor Hull also recalled the re¬ 
cent case of an Axminster family 
which had to move out of their new 
home on Bovis Homes’ Cloakham 
Lawns development on two occa¬ 


sions so repairs could take place. He 
said: “I’m very pleased the letter 
has been written. 

“I will see the MP [Neil Parish] in 
the new year and I will write to 
other councils to see if they would 
like to join the campaign. I hope to 
make it a national campaign.” 

A spokesperson for NHBC said: 
“NHBC works hard to raise stan¬ 
dards and prevent as many issues 
as possible before people move into 
their new homes. 

“We have increased our inspec¬ 
tion force by 30 per cent in the past 
two years to ensure we continue to 
provide the necessary support for 
house builders. By inspecting at key 
stages of a property’s construction 
we help to significantly reduce the 
number of defects in completed new 
homes across the UK. 

“Our inspections are designed to 
help to prevent issues arising before 
people move in to their home and to 
enable NHBC to manage its risk in 
offering our 10-year Buildmark war¬ 
ranty and insurance protection. 

“It is, however, ultimately the 
builder’s responsibility to ensure 
that the homes they build and sell 
conform to the Building Regula¬ 
tions and NHBC’s Technical Stan¬ 
dards and they should ensure that 
they have adequate supervision and 
quality control measures in place to 
achieve that. 

“Our inspectors are not on site at 
all times and are therefore unable to 
see every element of construction. 

“We’re sorry to hear that the 
homeowners at the development in 
Axminster [Cloakham Lawns] have 
experienced problems with their 
new homes and have been in con¬ 
tact with several homeowners at the 
development. NHBC’s Buildmark 
warranty provides cover for ten 
years from the legal completion date 
against major structural issues with 
the home such as the floors, walls 
and foundations.”

Sell-out at 
Jethro gig 

FANS of famous West Country comedian 
Jethro were left disappointed when tickets 
for his appearance at Axminster Guildhall 
on March 24th sold out in just 48 hours. 

Tickets went on sale via the Guildhall 
web site last week and all went within two 
days. 

A number of fans took to social media to 
express their disappointnent and to ask why 
the tickets were not more widely advertised. 

Jethro is one of the biggest names to 
appear at the Guildhall in recent times. He 
is one of the few West Country comedians to 
make the big time, having appeared on 
prime time television on many occasions. 

The Guildhall manager, Anni Young, 
confirmed that all 340 tickets were quickly 
sold at £21 each. 

She said the gig was announced on 
Jethro’s website which prompted local 
people to book them through the Guildhall. 
The tickets were not even printed at that 
time but it was decided to open a list which 
accounted for virtually all the tickets. The 
remaning tickets went on sale from the 
Guildhall last Friday. 

Miss Young added: “We realise that some 
people were unhappy with how the tickets 
were sold and we will do it differently next 
time.” 

Jethro is also appearing at the Beehive in 
Honiton on March 10th, another sell-out.

Appeal raises 
£10,000 to send 
doctor to Syria 


AXMINSTER will be sponsoring a doctor in 
Syria. The appeal launched in November ex¬ 
ceeded even the most optimistic expectations 
of Axminster Churches Together. 

The initiative had the support of the mayor 
and town council, but thanks goes to the peo¬ 
ple of Axminster for their generosity. 

With a target of £6,000 feeling daunting at the 
outset, the total collected by last Friday amou¬ 
nted to £10,525. This sum now goes forward to 
the Samara Aid Appeal. 

The Samara team supports indigenous doc¬ 
tors striving to provide medical care in make¬ 
shift hospitals that have been under regular 
bombardment. 

A spokesperson for Axminster Churches To¬ 
gether said: “Whilst the situation in Aleppo 
was beyond imagination, the brutalities con¬ 
tinue in other parts of the country. 

“The money from Axminster will support an 
experienced doctor with the specialist skills 
required in a war-torn environment and in 
providing urgent surgery in mobile and rudi¬ 
mentary facilities. People were asking them¬ 
selves what we can do to help and feeling 
powerless. The answer is that Axminster is 
doing something to support those maimed by 
the conflict, and so enable the skills of others 
to alleviate some of the suffering.” 


The campaign began with a bucket collection 
on Minster Green on a bitterly cold 
Market Day morning manned by stalwart vol¬ 
unteers. 

Then, on the first Saturday in December, the 
doors of the Guildhall were thrown open with 
a lunch sponsored by Sharp’s Acupuncture 
and the Bymead Residential Home in Char- 
mouth. Hilary Sharp cooked and her volun¬ 
teers served 150 lunches that day, bring in 
almost £1,900 with donations. 

Then, just prior to Christmas, Axminster 
Rotary Club rallied to the cause with a day’s 
collection at Tesco, believed to be one of the 
most rewarding in their experience. 

Alongside these initiatives the three post of¬ 
fices in Axminster kindly agreed to act as re¬ 
ceiving centres for individual donations. 

The spokesperson added: “With the project 
capturing the people’s imagination, im¬ 
promptu collections were made by Axe Valley 
Runners and the Axminster Choral Society. 

“Word of mouth took the appeal to a group of 
people in Seaton; Millers Farm Shop and Mole 
Avon also displayed donation buckets. 

“Some donations came from further afield, 
largely due to the support of Pulman ’s Weekly 
News and the publicity provided. 

“A huge thank you’ to everyone.”

“I can report the people 
of Axminster, and the sur¬ 
rounding vilages, respons- 
ded generously. In October 
we had no idea how much 
might be raised and the 
target seemed a little more 
than ambitious. 

“So many people were, 
and still are, moved by the 
unfolding events in Syria 
and particulary Aleppo. 

“Innocent children have 
been the worst victims of 
this conflict. 

“This evening the team 
wish to say thank you to 
everyone in Axminster 
and beyond. Donations 
small or large are an ex¬ 
pression of a desire to 
help. Although it was an 
Axminster appeal, money 
has been given from 
nearby and some from fur¬ 
ther afield.

• WHERE were you born and 
where did you grow up? 

I was born in Bahrain and grew up in Germany, 
Northern Ireland and London (my father was in the 
Army and we moved every two years). 

We eventually settled in Yorkshire, but by then 
wanderlust had got under my skin. As an adult, I 
lived in Florence, New York, all over London, and 
near Cambridge, before moving to Devon ten years 
ago. 

• WHAT was your dream job 
when you were a kid? 

I wanted to be an artist. As a teenager, I was led 
down a more academic path - to read History at uni¬ 
versity but when my A-levels didn't work out as 
planned, I began to realise that it was probably a 
blessing and that I might have an opportunity to 
paint after all. 

So, armed with my portfolio, I applied for art col¬ 
lege and got a place at City & Guilds of London Art 
School, in Kennington. It was the most intense pe¬ 
riod of education in my life. 

I learned not just about art and how to express my 
ideas on canvas, but also how to see the world in 
more interesting ways. 

• TELL us about your professional life so far 

After art school I finally achieved that childhood 
dream of becoming an artist. But the reality was 
pretty tough. 

I sold work, but never enough to survive in New 
York or London, where I lived at the time. Gradually 



I came to the realisation that I needed to do some¬ 
thing more lucrative. So I got a job as an account 
handler in a design agency in Soho. Before long, I re¬ 
alised that I really wanted to be a copywriter, so I 
moved across the office into the creative depart¬ 
ment. 

I've been writing ever since in one form or another. 
These days it's mainly journalism for the Telegraph, 
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alongside my thrillers. 

I'm also a co-director of the Shute Festival of Lit¬ 
erature and Landscape, and a counsellor in Axmin¬ 
ster working with ARC. 

• WHAT makes you happy? 

Simple stuff. A productive morning's writing. A walk 
along the headland from Beer to Branscombe with 
my wife, Di, and dog, Lola. A pint with a friend. 

• WHAT makes you unhappy? 

I feel blue if my children are unhappy. I also get de¬ 
pressed about the state of the world. Aleppo, a Syr¬ 
ian city with a population the size of Manchester, 
has been pounded into rubble while the world sits 
by. 

Millions of Syrians have been forced from their 
homes and the lack of compassion they've been 
shown by far too many has been deeply distressing. 
It's basic humanity to welcome refugees. 

2016 has seen a hardening of hearts the world 
over. It's very sad. My father and I went to Syria on 
holiday in 2006 and were greeted with warmth and 
kindness wherever we went. Syrian refugees de¬ 
serve the same from us. 

• WHICH is your favourite holiday destination? 

For years, we've been going to a Cycladean island 
called Sifnos. We have friends there and it's an in¬ 
credibly welcoming, easy-going place. 

White-washed houses creeping up the mountain¬ 
side, warm crystal-clear water, tavernas strung 
along the quayside. 

Going back every year is a little like returning 
home. That said, Devon is a pretty close second. It's 
unbeatable in the spring and autumn. 

• WHAT are you up to now? 

I'm well over halfway through writing my third Sam 
Keddie thriller. It's called Trauma and is about a mur¬ 
derer on the loose in an oil compound in the desert 
of Southern Iraq. 

If you like your thrillers fast paced with plots that 
are torn from today's headlines, you'll enjoy the first 
two books, Disorder and Denial, which are both 
available from Amazon.

THE concept and achievements 
of Axminster-based The Project 
will be raised in Parliament by 
local MP Neil Parish. 

A charity, The Project supports 
young people aged 13-24 with 
mental health issues, and their 
families. 

Mr Parish recently visited a 
forum at Pippins Community 
Centre and gave parents the op¬ 
portunity to raise concerns about 
the issues they have experienced 
when trying to get help for their 
children. 

At the forum, The Project 
founder Debbie Humberstone 
described the work the charity 
does, which includes monthly 
support meetings for parents and 
carers of young people experi¬ 
encing mental distress. 

Parents spoke movingly about 
the value of The Project and the 
improvements in their children’s 
wellbeing. 

They also highlighted issues 
they face when seeking care and 
support for their children, espe¬ 
cially long waiting times during 
which children’s mental health 
often deteriorates. 

Parents also shared concerns 
around the high thresholds to 
statutory services leaving many 
young people unsupported, the 
lack of continuity between chil¬ 
dren and adult services, poor in¬ 
formation and communication 
with parents about their child’s 


care, and unclear pathways 
to get appropriate help and sup¬ 
port for children with complex 
needs. 

Parents also flagged up the in¬ 
adequate educational provision 
and support available to young 
people who are unable to attend 
school due to their mental health 
issues, particularly post-16. 

Ms Humberstone said: “With 
mental health issues on the rise, 
growing numbers of young peo¬ 
ple are struggling to remain 
within mainstream education, 
leaving them increasingly iso¬ 
lated and missing out on oppor¬ 
tunities available to other young 
people.” 

She also reported that Mr 
Parish listened to parents’ con¬ 
cerns and is keen to continue 


supporting The Project. 

He said: “The forum gave me 
a very good insight into the 
work you are doing, not only for 
those youngsters but how The 
Project can help with therapy for 
parents as well.” 

Mr Parish also expressed inter¬ 
est in The Project’s potential to 
be used as a pilot for similar or¬ 
ganisations across the country, 
which could help many more 
young people and parents, and 
stated that he would raise the is¬ 
sues and questions in parlia¬ 
ment.

How I've morphed into my hero Wally 


♦ I TOLD you I would return 
with a new column - and this is 
it. It's going to be a bit different 
from my weekly'In The Editor's 
Chair' which I penned for more 
than ten years, having a pop at 
all in sundry in authority. 

Did they deserve it? Certainly 
some of them did. 

When I announced in that col¬ 
umn that it would no longer oc¬ 
cupy its page three spot, some 
of you out there (wishful think¬ 
ing on behalf of some?) inter¬ 
preted this as me retiring at 
long last 

Several people have asked my 
daughter Francesca how her 
dad is enjoying reyirement. 

The truth of the matter is that 
I'm busier now than I have ever 
been as I also manage a group 
of newspapers in London which 
requires me to spend a couple 
of days a week in the capital. 

The content of this column will 
be much lighter and hopefully 


entertaining as I recount some 
of the things that have hap¬ 
pened to me in nearly 52 years 
connected with newspapers. 

They will form the precursor to 
my book and I shall call on many 
of the stories I tell in the talk 
that I frequently give to local 
groups, called 'From Southleigh 
to Soweto', the reason for which 
will become apparent in a later 
edition. 

I've never denied that some of 
my most enjoyable days were 
when I followed in the footsteps 
of my journalistic hero, the great 
Wally Fellender, the reporter 
who covered Axminster for 
more than 40 years, right 
through the war years, writing 
his copy by hand. When he re¬ 
tired they bought him a type¬ 
writer! 

There I am (above) taking over 
from Wally at his retirement 
party at the Cedars Hotel in Sil¬ 
ver Street, surrounded by re¬ 


porters and photographers from 
all over Pulman's Country, includ¬ 
ing Chard-based Dave Wheadon 
who died recently. 

Others include photographers 
Courtenay Harris (deceased) 
and Dave King, reporters Martin 
Heal, Frank Cole and David Hay- 
don (both deceased). 

Wally turned out to be a hard 
act to follow because he never 
took a day off and never missed 
the most minor of events. 

Sadly, he didn't see much re¬ 
tirement as he died at the age of 
66 having had a leg amputated 
because of diabetes. 

I, too, suffer from diabetes but 
thankfully the treatment has 
progressed greatly since those 
days. 

When the photo above was 
taken I could never have imag¬ 
ined that one day I would own 
Pulman's Weekly News, founded 
in 1858, one of my proudest 
achievements. 


before mobile phones and the web? 


How did we cope 

♦ SOMETIMES I wonder how 
we ever produced a newspaper 
without mobile phones and 
email. 

When I was a cub reporter the 
height of technological sophis- 
tation was having a phone card 
which brought an end to us hav¬ 
ing to keep feeding the public 
telephone with coins as we 
phoned in our stories. 

I clearly remember doing that 
on my way to Exeter College for 
the journalism day-release 
course when I came across a 
huge fire at Fenny Bridges. 

I contacted head office at the 
Express & Echo to alert a photog¬ 
rapher and proceeded to write 
the story in my notebook before 
phoning it over. 

The only problen was I said it 
was the Fenny Bridges Hotel 
that was on fire. It was actually 
the Greyhound Inn which burnt 
down - and the Echo lost a very 
lucrative advertiser! 

Email is a wonderful tool for 
journalists but I often hanker 
over those days when you built 
a network of contacts for tip- 


offs and information. 

Now, within seconds of a story 
breaking someone puts it up on 
Facebook, Twitter, Snapchat and 
the ever increasing number of 
social media outlets. 

But I have had to learn to live 
with it and now my team of 
young reporters tweet all the 
big stories as they happen, post¬ 
ing it on Facebook as well as 
writing the story for our website 
and then updating it for the 
paper. 

I have to admit I'm not big on 
Facebook, although I keep an 
eye on it. 

I do post and re-tweet stories 
on Twitter, however, and was 
amazed when I realised recently 
that I have put up more than 
9,000 comments since I started 
tweeting. 

I rarely put up anything per¬ 
sonal although I could not resist 
doing so when my first grand¬ 
daughter Ella was born last year. 

But that did not make me very 
popular with my son because I 
did so before they had an¬ 
nounced it themselves. 


I've got another one on the 
way and I bet I will be the last to 
know this time. 

I have 978 followers on Twitter 
and I follow around 340, many 
of whom I have never met or 
ever likely to. 

Actually, I enjoy the discipline 
of trying to put out my tweets 
(mostly local stories as they 
break) in exactly 140 letters. 
Writing concisely is an impor¬ 
tant skill in these days of mass 
media. 

I spend a great deal of time 
travelling between here and 
London, where I run another 
group of newspapers, and I con¬ 
sider my mobile phone to be my 
most important business tool. 
Appointments made and deci¬ 
sions are all transmitted by text 
messaging. 

Oops, must go. The wife has 
just texted me to say my din¬ 
ner's ready. 

There was a time when my 
evening meal would end up in 
the dustbin. 

No excuse now not to get 
home on time!

First meeting to plan 
Colyton’s Civil War Day

Monthly meetings to play the event start 
tonight (Tuesday, January 10th) at 7.30pm in 
the Colcombe Castle and all are welcome to join 
in and share ideas. 


Debbie Humberstone, founder and manager 
at The Project, said: “Our groups support up to 
80 local young people every year, and are 
often the only help and support they receive. 
Young people attending The Project continu¬ 
ally tell us of the difference that we are making 
to their lives, helping them to build self esteem 
and confidence, and in turn, enabling them to 
cope with the challenges they face in their 
lives. 

“We have to raise all our own funds to con¬ 
tinue this service, and the money donated by 
the Colyton Community Cafe helps us to do so. 

“With so many young people now struggling 
with mental health problems, we are also pas¬ 
sionate about raising awareness around the 
issues affecting young people - having a com¬ 
munity group like the cafe supporting us is an 
important part of us being able to do that.

Combpyne’s Red Leader 
is back on the big screen 


ACTOR Drewe Henley, who passed away last 
February, is back on the big screen. 

He was known locally for running a B&B in 
Combpyne, near Axminster, but recognised 
around the world as one of the X-Wing pilots in 
the first Star Wars film. 

Using outtake footage from his performance 
as Red Leader in Episode IV: A New Hope, Drewe 
features in the new Star Wars movie, Rogue 
One. 

The previously unseen footage features in the 
film's dramatic conclusion, with Drewe's charac¬ 
ter taking a prominent role in the Battle of Scarif. 

Speaking to the RodioTimes, Rogue One direc¬ 
tor Gareth Edwards said: “We went to Skywalker 
ranch, where the archives are. 

“And as we're walking around, and doing all the 
cool things and looking at the Millennium Falcon 
and trying on Han Solo’s jacket and things like 
that, in the back at the bottom was all these 
cans of film. And we said ‘what are they?' and 
they said ‘Oh, it’s Star Wars.’ And you go... ‘has 
someone gone through all this? And it's like ‘not 
really, they’re not fully like digitised at all'." 

TTie cans contained unused shots from the fa¬ 
mous Rebel squadron call sign scene ahead of 
the Death Star assault, including Drewe's Red 
Leader. 


“We got the neg documents and found the 
clips from A New Hope that hadn’t been used,” 
Edwards explained. 

“And there’s pilot photography and lines that 
were never featured in A New Hope." 

TTie visual effects team were able to use these 
clips in the film's very own X-Wing attack scene 
near its climax. 

“Through the magic of ILM [special effects stu¬ 
dio Industrial Light and Magic] they cut round 
them and manipulated them and stuck them 
into our cockpits,” Edwards added. 

“It's the sort of thing you think, ‘how many 
people will notice?' Do you know what I mean? 
It's like, is this a lot of effort for very little re¬ 
ward?” 

“At the world premiere in LA, there was this 
massive cheer at that particular point in the film. 
It was the only time during the premiere where I 
actually punched the air.” 

Drewe's Star Wars performance was his only 
big screen credit before he retired from acting in 
1979 battling manic depression. His career also 
included a string of TV roles in the Sixties and 
Seventies including Z Cars and The Avengers. 

He died on Valentine’s Day in 2016 at the age 
of 75, five months after his wife Lyn - a stalwart 
of Colyton Theatre Group - also passed away. 


MBE for Thorncombe fundraiser 


A FORMER Thorncombe resident 
who has dedicated over 30 years 
to raising money for a blood can¬ 
cer charity has been made an 
MBE in the 2017 New Year’s 
Honours list. 

Richard Delderfield has volun¬ 
teered for Bloodwise since losing 
his teenage son, Paul, to 
leukaemia in 1985. He was 
awarded the MBE for services to 
the charity, which changed its 
name from Leukaemia and Lym¬ 
phoma Research in 2015, and the 
local Thorncombe community. 

Richard, 74, who is honorary 
president of the national charity, 
was a member of its board of 
trustees for over 20 years and 
served as its vice chairman be¬ 
tween 2007 and 2013, as well as 
acting as chairman for a time. 

He joined the Yeovil & District 
voluntary branch of the charity in 
1987 and later became the 


branch’s chairman. 

Richard was raised in Essex and 
as a teenager he lost his mother to 
leukaemia when she was just 42. 

His son Paul was first diagnosed 
with acute myeloid leukaemia in 
October 1984. He had just started 
sixth form and was interested in 
pursuing a career in nature pho¬ 
tography and film. 

Richard said, “After six treat¬ 
ments of chemotherapy, he was 
fine, but the disease returned very 
quickly. 

“After much persuasion, he was 
given the latest treatment available 
but lost his brave fight and passed 
away in August 1985. He was 17 
years old.” 

In 1985, a few months after their 
son’s death, Richard and his wife, 
Angela, joined Sir Ian Botham on 
his first legendary John O’Groats 
to Land’s End fundraising walk to 
beat childhood leukaemia. 


Richard was inspired by the 
cause and has joined Sir Ian on 
every walk since 1992 for the 
charity. 

Richard was also instrumental in 
setting up and organising many of 
the charity’s ‘Bikeathon’ events, 
both locally and nationally, which 
have raised millions of pounds. 

Richard and Angela lived in 
Thorncombe between 2002 and 
2013 and now live in Suffolk. 

Richard continues to fundraise 
and help in the charity in any way 
he can. 

Richard said: “I am humbled, 
yet proud and honoured to have 
been awarded an MBE in the 2017 
New Year Honours list, not only 
for my service and dedication to 
the charity Leukaemia and Lym¬ 
phoma Research, which is now 
called Bloodwise, but also for my 
community involvement in Thorn- 
combe.”

Reading cures for young minds 


"JUST because you're small, it doesn't mean your 
brain is small," says Susan Elderkin, author and 
'bibliotherapist', over coffee.” 

She's referring to that perennial favourite Julia 
Donaldson and Axel Scheffler's The Gruffalo, which, 
in Elderkin's new book, The Story Cure, written with 
fellow bibliotherapist Ella Berthoud, is a 'cure for 
being small'. 

"Children's literature is full of examples of how the 
vertically challenged develop other qualities," they 
write, "and kids on the short side can select from a wide 
range of role models to find the one that best fits." 

The duo, both children "who'd go off and read for 
hours on end" met studying English Literature at 
Cambridge University, and set up their bibliotherapy 
service at The School Of Life in 2007. The Novel 
Cure, prescribing reading remedies to adults, was 
published in 2013 and The Story Cure was the natural 
follow-up - a book for adults to help children with 
everything from anxiety to zits. 

In their selections, they've drawn on their own 
experiences as parents: Elderkin to a 7-year-old son, 
Kirin, and Berthoud to three daughters, aged 9, 11 
and 14. 

When Kirin was a tantrum-throwing toddler, Mo 
Willems' Knuffle Bunny - a picture book about the 
enraged tears that follow the favourite toy getting lost 
- was a favourite. 

"He just found her tantrum so funny, but also felt 
the exasperation of the father, with all these question 
marks coming out of his head. That separation from 
the emotion is really helpful for kids, it's not just 
something inside any more. And you can access that 
later. You can stand outside the tantrum with them, 
once they've calmed down, and say, 'Look what it did 
to mummy, look what it did to daddy'." 

Berthoud's brood have require a different kind of cure. 

"My kids are not instinctively the type to sit down 
with a book. They've been great advocates of the 
'doing something else while you're reading cure' - so 
hula hooping while you're reading, or reading in the 
bath. They've ended up reading a lot more, it's a way 



of making them feel like they're doing something." 

In researching the cures, they worked with a child 
and adolescent psychiatrist and Berthoud advises: " 
In the case of eating disorders or self-harm or suicidal 
thoughts, we would always say see a professional, 
but the books in here are adjuncts to that. We also say 
make sure you read the book yourself before your 
child does, or at the same time at least, so you can 
talk about it." 

Elderkin adds: "Kids are naturals at being their own 
bibliotherapist, they know what they're drawn to and 
what they don't want. They're good self-censors." 

So how does the therapy work? When a child picks 
up or is a given a book addressing bullying, for 
example, what's going on in their head? 

"The main cure is it shows you you're not alone, it's 
reflecting back to you a situation other people have 
been in, whether it's being bullied or the death of a 
grandparent, you might be feeling this or asking these 
sort of questions," says Elderkin. "That's just hugely 
comforting to a child because they don't have the 
emotional language yet to say to their parents, 'This 
is what I'm going through'." 

Stories are more important that ever, say the pair, and 
can play a huge role with easing fears - or allowing 
children to confront them in a controlled way. 

"Stories are where you're most likely to find 
emotional honesty - that's always been the case and, 
now more than ever, it's a reassuring place to go." 
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Skills After School 


Now that the UCAS applications have all been sent 
for our Year 13s, attention turns to preparing them for 
life after A Levels. The dedicated Year 13 Tutor team 
have put together a range of “Life Skills” sessions to 
help prepare our students for the years ahead. These 
sessions include: Survival cooking, Life abroad, Per¬ 
sonal Finance and Health and Wellbeing.

In the first session 
they made hearty vegetable soups and accompanying 
soda bread, and will go on to make curries and pasta 
bakes. Head Boy George Chantler was amazed to re¬ 
ceive feedback from another Year 13 who commented 
that his soup was “rich in flavour and actually surpris¬ 
ingly edible!”. 

The ‘Personal Finance’ sessions will help prepare 
students for the challenge of managing their own fi¬ 


nances when away at university, or in the world of 
work. It will cover advice on how to save and budget 
accordingly, as well as a look ahead at property rental 
and purchasing. ‘Life Abroad’ will help prepare our 
students with the important factors to consider when 
preparing for overseas travelling, as well advice and 
guidance on how to successfully apply to study and/or 
work overseas. In ‘Health and Wellbeing’, students 
will be introduced to a range of techniques that they 
can use to help manage the pressure and stresses of 
exam preparation and the many challenges that life 
can present. Today, too many young people are seri¬ 
ously affected by mental health issues and we are keen 
to show them ways of managing stress and pressure. 

Life in the 6th Form is about far more than simply 
working towards exams; our aim is to support the stu¬ 
dents by giving them advice and guidance on what to 
expect after 6th Form, so they will hopefully leave 
here feeling confident to face the challenges before 
them, and enter the working world as well-rounded 
individuals.
